To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
apply for, contract for and accept aid relative to any delcaration that 
will entitle the Town for assistance by the Federal Disaster 
Assistance Administration. 

Art. 17. To raise for discussion the idea of a town hall-community 
center. If sufficient interest 1s expressed, to authorize a committee of 
8 to 10 people, to be appointed by the selectmen, to investigate the 
possibilities and to make a report to the town at Town Meeting 1975. 
The committee to include at least one member of the board of 
Selectmen, Planning Board and Historic District Commission, to be 
recommended by their respective chairmen. 

Art. 18. To hear the reports of agents, committees or officers 
chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 19. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Although the Library scene continues to change somewhat, there 
is still action as we continue to hold our own. Our faithful regulars 
continue to be faithful and new patrons have joined them. Even 
though our total circulation has decreased from 5252 in 1972 to 5089 
in 1973, the picture is not a dismal one. The decrease is cheifly in the 
children’s circulation which appears to be the case in other libraries. 
We are all hoping that this decrease is due to more usage of the 
School Libraries instead of less reading on the part of the children 
which would surely be disasterous. 

In purchasing books the past year, more stress was put on 
children’s books than usual. Adult books purchased amounted to 76 
while the children got 88. More adult books are received as gifts and 
this year there were 83 against 12 for children. As the gift books all 
require to be examined for use and suitability, unless they are new, 
the count is made on just the books already catalogued. We still 
have a great number to get ready for use and they will appear on the 
next count. We also have been in the process of adding space for 
books and will be able to handle many books not catalogued. To 
accommodate patrons to have access to other books, the Book- 
mobile furnished 305 adult and 322 children’s books; 39 books came 
from the Concord State Library for special needs; 161 mysteries 
were picked up at the Keene Library for our ardent mystery readers; 
and 21 from our Service Center, Peterborough. As can be seen, our 
many sources have been utilized and patrons are exposed to many 
outlets. 

Cooperation, shown by our various activities, has been a keynote 
in the library. As usual, we had timely exhibits and some interesting 
specials through the year. Although not library sponsored, the 
paintings exhibited by local artists on Old Home Day, was out- 
standing and was viewed by more than 200 people. The Library 
proved to be an ideal setting for this exhibit. Another unusual 
exhibit and one that was very well accepted, was the photography 
exhibit by Roger Packard. Many expressed the hope for another in 
the future. Two ‘‘one man shows”’, one of Alma Allen’s portraits and 
the other of Lennie Merrifield’s various paintings were also shown. 
Our local artists are very kind to keep us supplied with their work. 
Another field was covered by an Ecology exhibit by Carol Brooks 
which included dried wildflowers and weeds. This exhibit was most 
interesting and, hopefully, an incentive for our youngsters to try 
their skill for another year. 

As will be noted in the Treasurer’s Report, the gifts including the 
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Memorial Gifts, leaves no doubts that we have many Friends for the 
Library. A Bell and Howell 16mm Movie Projector was acquired in 
memory of the late Charles A. Bergeron; a screen for the same in 
memory of Mrs. L. Gordon Glazier and also for Mrs. Glazier, the 
National Award Book of the Year “‘Children of Pride.’’ These gifts 
should bring years of pleasure to patrons of the Library and other 
Townspeople. 

Among activities, the usual Annual Tea was the usual success 
with more than 50 ladies participating. Another activity but of a 
different nature was making a Vertical File to be used as a reference. 
A number of our friends worked on this. To put a good finish on the 
year, the Herb Allens gave their Puppet Show, to the delight of 50 or 
more “‘Big and Little Ones.”’ 

No Library Courses were on the Librarians schedule for 1973 as 
they offered only repeats. She atended 3 D A C meetings and two 
workshops. More workshops are in the booking for another year if 
Energy Crisis permits. These meetings should be a must for a 
Librarian for it is here that we find necessary answers to important 
issues arising in all libraries. We can guage our standing and use- 
fulness by comparing with others in similiar circumstances which is 
most necessary. 

Thanks are due to many including Sarah Stone, my volunteer 
helper, the good people who helped with exhibits, donors of books 
and magazines, Andy Elder for the beautiful painting by Onni Saari 
and not least, William House, our cabinet maker. Special thanks to 
the donars of the Memorial Gifts are in order at this time, also. My 
personal thanks to my Trustees for cooperation and understanding 
that have continued through the year. 

Although I may be out of order, may I express for the Bergerons, 
our sincere gratitude for the wonderful memorial given to our son. 
We know he would feel very proud and honored to have such a 
memorial in the Town he really loved. We thank you for him. 

In looking forward to the coming year, my wishes would be for as 
much interest and cooperation as shown this past year. I’m certain 
that our goal will be reached if we all try.

REPORT OF ROAD AGENT 


The year of ‘73’ was an up and down year for the crew. An early 
spring allowed us to gravel most of the roads. We finished widening 
the Brown Road and replaced a three foot culvert with a four foot, 
and gravel it also. 

The T.R.A. on the Long Pond Rd. was completed which was 
Startedsiniei72y. 

The Silver Road was widened 450 ft. and graveled also a culvert 
installed. The ‘“‘washout”’ which came in July, did extensive damage 
to the McVeagh Rd. and No. 4 Hill where we replaced three culverts 
which proved insufficient in the December flood. The flood washed 
out on most of the dirt roads in town, as of now three need more 
repairs. It took a total of 793 yds. of gravel to repairs roads in the 
flood. 

On the T.R.A. 794 yds. of gravel were used. The highway dept. 
hauled a total 7,062 yds. of gravel, 686 yds. of sand in 1973. Also 328 
yds. of fill at the town dump.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT — 1973 


During the year 1973 our police have investigated four major 
breaks and three attempts. There have been six wanted and missing 
persons reported. We have had complaints of juvenile offenses, two 
of malicious damage to property were processed.

We have felt it necessary, due to the increase of crime in the area 
to have a police officer on patrol various hours of the day. We have 
appointed Peter Keough, a police officer, who is a dependable 
person for this patrol and reports immediately to me. 

I would like to thank our County Sheriff George Schnyer and 
deputies for their assistance and cooperation on investigations.

In the period Jan. 1, 1973 through Dec. 31, 1973, your ambulance 
responded to 68 calls involving 73 patients. 47 trips were made to 
Elliot Community Hospital and Cheshire Hospital, or from the 
hospital to the patients home, 4 trips to nursing homes, 1 trip to 
Bradley Field for a patient, 2 trips to the Peterborough Hospital, 2 
trips to Mary Hitchcock hospital, 1 trip to a funeral home, 3 fire 
standbys, standbys for the Memorial day parades and Old Home 
day in Harrisville. The squad and ambulance made 4 trips from the 
Elliot Community hospital to the new Cheshire hospital and the 
squad manned another ambulance in helping to move the patients, 
we also helped move patients back to the Maplewood home after the 
flood dnager was over. 3 trips were made when the patient did not 
need transportation. 

The ambulance, it’s equipment, and the squad members are still 
ahead of the Federal and State requirements, and have shown that 
they intend to remain there by attending the training programs that 
were held in our area. We are happy to report that tax money has 
never been used for the service, and that all squad members serve 
without pay. 

We are very happy to report that through the efforts of many 
organizations, the combined efforts of the people of Harrisville and 
Marlborough, we, as members of the Marl-Harris squad, will 
present to the people of the two towns, the results of their efforts, the 
new ambulance. 

The delivery date is within the next two weeks, so you may see the 
new ambulance before you read this report. Thanks to your efforts, 
the complete purchase price will be paid upon delivery. This effort 
on everyones part started in 1969, and each year seemed to be a 
better one.

MONADNOCK FAMILY & MENTAL HEALTH SERVICE 


The Monadnock Family & Mental Health Service continues to 
provide extensive services to Cheshire County and western Hills- 
borough County. A professional staff of 19 has provided in the past 
year 6,300 hours of treatment services for area clients and families, 
1,480 hours of consultation time to other agencies, and 1,260 hours 
were provided to community education and planning. A new 
specialized program of **After-Care’’ has been added to the agency’s 
responsibilities. A team of 5S professional staff and 5 volunteers 
provided services to patients discharged from N.H. Hospital. This 
team established **The New Day Club” which meets weekly offering 
resocialization activities and occupational therapy to a regular 
group of 35-40 persons. The result, since the program was started, 
the census of area persons in N.H. Hospital has dropped from 200 to 
41; and, readmittance has decreased from 50% to 4%. Along with 
out out-patient services and other specialized programs, we are 
moving forward toward our goal of comprehensive family and 
mental health services for this area.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION — 1973 


The Ford Foundation Grant of $1500.00 to the Commission, 
supplementing the Town's appropriation of $1000.00 was used to 
make the soil maps which are on display tonight. They show the 
existing soil conditions and the uses that each condition can sustain. 
This work was completed and paid for this year. The Commission is 
grateful for the Town’s support and grant, and expect the maps will 
be useful for years to come. 


The Seaver Pond site has been used for picnics, canoeing and 
sailboat launching this past summer. It has been carefully respected, 
the trash barrel used, and no fires made. The Commission plans to 
continue clearing the site of dead wood and to provide a second 
picnic table this coming spring. Alton Chamberlain contributed his 
time and labor for both tables ... many thanks to him. The same 
rules will apply: bring your own charcoal grill, no campfires 
(because they are too hazardous), and please continue to use the 
trash barrell. Seaver Pond served also as an outdoor classroom for 
an Antioch Graduate School course. 


During June, July and August, the Commission held walks on 
Sunday afternoons. There were several objectives involved. We 
added to our lists of wild flowers, trees, shrubs and mushrooms; and 
investigated old roads and trails. This was instructive fun for the 
walkers and contributed to our growing information on our local 
natural resources. The Commission hopes to continue this pleasant 
program in the spring. Watch for dates on the bulletin board at 
Clark’s Country Store. 


The Resource Inventory is progressing. Work has been done on 
ponds, lakes and brooks. Flora and fauna have been listed. Historic 
sites have been investigated and documented. We wish to thank the 
New Hampshire Fish and Game Department, the Bergerons, the 
Antioch Students, Ceci Russell’s family, and many others for help 
on this part of the Commission's services to the Town. 


Carol Brooks, an Antioch graduate student, has been working 
with the Commission since October. She has made the overlays for 
the Soil Survey Maps. Also, she has worked with Ceci Russell on 
exhibits displayed in the local library. 

The Commission has explored in some depth the possibility of 
instituting a local program of recycling paper, glass and metals in 
coordination with the great need for replacing energy in the present 
world-wide crisis. We expect that many residents share our concern. 
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If you are one of these, please contact a member of the Commission 
as soon as possible. 

In conclusion, the Commission extends sincere thanks and appre- 
ciation to one and all who have assisted in its program for the 
community in 1973.

REPORT FROM HISTORIC HARRISVILLE, INC. 


Historic Harrisville, Inc. is completing the third year of its 
existence as a public, non-profit foundation. Its purpose 1s 
unchanged: to help resotre and preserve the town’s historical 
architecture, and to assist in revitalizing the community’s spirit and 
economy. 

Financial support from other foundations and from individuals in 
the area has been generous. Our operating costs have been fully 
covered, and, most important, four of six buildings purchased by 
Historic Harrisville, Inc. are now completely rehabilitated and 
leased. Exteriar restoration has been treated with particular care, 
and details and drawings have been submitted to the Historic 
District Commission for approval. Each of these buildings is paying 
property tax and contributing to the activity of the village. 

Still ahead of us are the Harris Mill and Cheshire Mills Boarding 
House, and our major effort will be directed at the former. The 
Harris Mill will be larger than any project we've tried. Recently we 
have received two pledges which will cover a quarter of the estimated 
cost, and in the months ahead we will approach a few foundations 
which have an interest in historic preservation. With some luck and 
hard work, we may be able to report next year that Harrisville’s 
earliest remaining industrial building, boarded up for nearly a 
century, is contributing, once again, to the life of the community.

The polls will be open not later than 1:30 p.m., nor close 
earlier than the time of closing the polls for the election of town 
officials. 


Article 1. To choose all necessary school district officers in said 
district: 

A moderator for the ensuing year. 

A clerk for the ensuing year. 

A member of the school board for the ensuing three years. 

A treasurer from July 1, 1974, for the ensuing year. 

An auditor for the ensuing year. 


You are hereby further notified to meet at the Wells Memorial 
School in said District on March 5, 1974 at 6:00 p.m. to act upon the 
following subjects:

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HARRISVILLE SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
TUESDAY, MARCH 6, 1973 


The Harrisville School District Meeting was opened at the Wells 
School at 1:30 P.M. Moderator William P. House called the meeting 
to order and read the School Warrant, and declared the polls 
opened for voting. 


Art. 1: Voting for School District Officers by Australian ballot. 

Art. 2: Reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, Officers — 
voted acceptance unanimously. 

Art. 3: That the School District accept the provisions of RSA 195- 
A (as amended) providing for the establishment of an A.R.E.A. 
school in Keene to serve grades seven and eight from the school 
districts of Harrisville, Marlow, Nelson, and Stoddard in accordance 
with the provisions of the plan on file with the District Clerk. Voted: 
58 Yes; eight (8) No; by written ballot. 

Art. 4: That the District authorize the School Board to enter into 
tuition contracts for the school year 1973-74 with the Union School 
Distirct of Keene at a rate not to exceed Nine Hundred and Fifty- 
Nine Dollars ($959.00) per pupil for junior high instruction, or with 
other approved junior high schools. Voted unanimously. 

Art. 5: That the District will authorize the School Board to make 
application for, and to accept and use in the name of the District, 
such advances, grants-in-aids or other funds for educational 
purposes as may now or hereafter be forthcoming from the United 
States Government, the State of New Hampshire, or any department 
or agency thereof, or any federal, state, or private agency. Voted 
unanimously. 

Art. 6: That the District authorize the establishment of a Capital 
Reserve Fund pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 35 of the 
Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of New Hampshire for the 
purposes of construction, alteration, reconstruction, equipping or 
acquisition of land and/or buildings for school purposes, said Fund 
to be held in custody by the Trustees of Trust Funds of the Town of 
Harrisville. Voted unanimously. 

Art. 7: That the District raise and appropriate the sum of Two 
Thousand Dollars ($2000.00) to be deposited in the Capital Reserve 
Fund established ‘‘for the purpose of construction, alteration, 
reconstruction, equipping or acquisition of land and/or buildings 
for school purposes. Voted unanimously. 

Art. 8: That the District Raise and appropriate the sum of 
$134,125.00 for the support of schools, for the salaries of the School 
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District officers and agents, and for the payment of statutory 
obligations of the District. Voted unanimously. 

Art. 9: That choice be made of Agents, Auditors, and Committees 
in relation to any subject embraced in this Warrant. Voted 
unanimously. 

Art. 10: That any other business be transacted that may legally 
come before this meeting. In this connection, wider distribution 
throughout town of all information regarding school meetings was 
moved. Superintendent Day called the attention of the assembly to 
the page in the beginning of the annual Town Report whereupon is 
printed an “In Memoriam’’ to the late W.B.S. Clymer. He 
commended the fine services of Mr. Clymer, and recalled the 
splendid associations that were maintained throughout the years of 
this service. Voted unanimously. 


The meeting was recessed until closing of the polls at 9 P.M. when 
ballots were counted.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
February 1974 


The Wells Memorial School opened in September with an 
enrollment of 45 students and the same staff as last year. 

In an attempt to meet the needs of the students and work toward 
meeting state minimum standards we have placed additional 
emphasis upon music, physical education and library. Instructional 
personnel in these fields have been volunteers from Keene State 
College music and physical education departments plus Mrs. Janet 
Morse, library and Mrs. Carol Steuart from Nelson in music. 

As of February 4, 1974 we have had a pre-school (pre-first grade) 
program to help prepare 5 year old students for Ist grade next 
September. 

I have attempted wherein possible to coordinate our programs 
with other schools in Supervisory Union #29 and feel that we are 
offering the children all that is possible. 

A ‘Scouting in School” program was started in January, 1974 and 
offers both boys and girls an opportunity to be scouts. It is the only 
program of its type in New Hampshire. 

The hot lunch program under the direction of Mrs. Charlotte 
Chamberlain is an outstanding program and approximately 90% of 
the students participate.

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ADMINISTRATORS’ REPORT 
1973-1974 


As your present superintendent retires in June, and a new team 
takes over the administrative and leadership responsibilities, it is a 
good time for reflection. 

In 1967, the State Board of Education decided that Supervisory 
Union 29 should be enlarged to serve the five other districts adjacent 
to Keene — Chesterfield, Harrisville, Marlborough, Nelson, and 
Westmoreland. The purpose was to bring districts of similar 
economic and social interest together into one educational 
enterprise. There was reluctance on the part of the smaller districts, 
feeling that their needs would be overlooked. And Keene displayed 
some resistance, too, probably believing that 1t was large enough to 
provide the desirable educational services. The few remaining board 
members, Mrs. Mildred Huber of Nelson, Mr. Alphonse Despres of 
Marlborough, Mrs. Clara Wellington of Chesterfield, Mrs. Lois 
Delano of Westmoreland, Mr. Howard Wheelock of Keene, will 
remember our early problems — finding office space, equipping, 
staffing and getting acquainted. After a year or two of suspicion and 
distrust, the attitude has changed to cooperation and confidence. 

We have been joined even more strongly by the formation of two 
Authorized Regional Enrollment Plans, one for grades nine 
through twelve, the other for grades seven and eight. Now, truly 
Keene High School is our high school, and Keene Junior High 
School serves most of our secondary children. 

In fact, we are more frequently asking: Why should geographic 
boundaries of our communities established in the 18th century 
determine educational boundaries? The six govermmental bodies 
that manage our schools directly may have outworn their original 
advantage. Some of us hope that in a few short years, Supervisory 
Union 29 may become one governmental entity with the single 
purpose of providing quality education at an equitable cost from its 
citizens. 

Wells Memorial School is one of the nicest little elementary 
schools in one of the nicest little towns of New Hampshire. Under 
the fine leadership of Principal Kenneth Swift, the school operates 
smoothly with a good educational program. We fully participate in 
the Monadnock Children’s Special Services Center. During the last 
two years we have been able to obtain some federal Title | 
‘Compensatory Education” funds. Some district funds have been 
added to these and we have employed a part-time special teacher 
with a big heart to help our children resolve their special problems. 
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We have been able to secure professional help from Keene State 
College in physical education, to add to the efforts of our own three- 
member staff. The regular music program continues, and 
opportunities in instrumental music are provided. We have provided 
experiences in art, to supplement the classroom work. We provide 
the typical health and medical services. For the second semester of 
1973-1974 a program is being started for preschool children. We 
expect that it will be effective in helping children move easily into 
the beginning of formal work in grade one. 

Your boys and girls of grades seven and eight, eighteen of them, 
attend Keene Junior High School. The broad program of the school 
and its experienced staff provide quality education; probably second 
to none in New Hampshire. At this time twenty-six of your children 
attend Keene High School. Again you provide the resources of a 
quality high school with 135 courses, more than 100 experienced 
staff members, and a varied program of extracurricular activities. 
The tuition may seem high, but compared with secondary schools of 
similar programs, it is less than many. Remember, too, that we are 
always paying the last year’s cost of Keene, for this year’s tuition. 

Your school board is determined to keep Wells Memorial in good 
repair. It has been painted inside and out in recent years. The 
improvement of the playground and parking surface was postponed 
one year, to accumulate sufficient money to do it right and last 
summer the complete area was hard-surfaced. The new budget 
provides an appropriation so that maintenance work will continue 
each year at a reasonable amount. 

Many people feel that the school budget is the culprit which 
causes high taxes. It cannot be denied that a community which gives 
high priority to the welfare of its children will have to pay for it. In 
reality, budget increases are a reaction to general business 
conditions. As you know so well, inflation is producing its adverse 
affects. Each item in your budget has been studied carefully and 
justified. We are fortunate again to have a good balance, resulting 
from tuition dropouts. We have estimated that the cost of fuel will 
triple (from $1,000 to $3,200), electricity will increase about twenty 
percent. Gasoline, parts and labor costs push transportation costs 
up sharply. Though instructional supplies and equipment in some 
instances have doubled in cost, they are being budgeted at about the 
same amount by reducing the quantity. The proposed increases in 
salaries of teachers, janitors, and our cook are just barely equal to 
the increase in cost of living, through the end of 1973. 

Once again a special article is provided to add to Capital Reserve. 
One Thousand Dollars is proposed rather than $2,000 voted last 
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year. Concerns have been expressed about the public use of Wells 
Memorial School. The board is sharing its responsibility by asking 
the moderator to name a citizens’ advisory committee, via special 
article, to make recommendations. 

No enterprise as close to people and children can be without little 
problems. There are some and we endeavor to solve them 
appropriately. Your administrators are proud of our school system 
in Harrisville, and we hope that all of its citizens are, too. It has been 
a pleasure to serve you.
